Corne, or other Victuals, or any Munition of VV arre,to, or 
for the King of Spaine, or any of his Subiects, ſhall be, and ought 
to be eſteemed as lawfull Prize.

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1 Ocaſmuch as the miny iniuries and indignities, obtruded vpon the 
7 Kings moſt extellent Maieſtie, and his meit deare and onely ſiſter, and 
her child2en, and his ropall father, of euer bleſſed memoꝛp, deteaſed, by 
the King of Spaine, vnder colour of treaties and alliances;the many vio⸗ 
1 lentes offered by him, to diners of His Maieſties Subiects, in taking, 
RR llaping, and ranlonung divers of them in a hoſtile manner, whileſt they 
MIX intended onely their Marchandiſe at Sea; The king of Spaines reſtleſle 
% / 2-2, ambition to aſptre to an vninerſall Monarchie, difcouered ta the whole 
VF / 0 Py Wold, to the dilquieting of that peace, which other Puntes, and States 
gx <-> his neighbours, would gladly reſt in and inioy; Haue, out of an vna- 


Armes 2743720 the laid King, fo: the defence of Himſclfe,His Dominions, and Subictts, and ok 
other Pances and States, his Confederates and Allies, there being none other lake meaues fo? 
the obtaining of an aſſured Peace to Hunſelke, and His Subiects, and to his Confederates, and 
Allies, which His Highneſle (hall be cuer moſt ready to imbꝛate, when with ſafety, and honour 
it may be had: His maieſtie in His Pzincely wiledome and pꝛomdente, foꝛeſceing that, whileſt the 
{aid King of Spaine continueth in theſe termes and courſes of hoſtilitie, it is neither agreeable 
with the rules of policie, o2 Law of nations, to permit the laid Ring, oꝛ his ſubiects, to be furni⸗ 
ſhed and ſupplied with Coꝛne. Uictuals, Armes oꝛ pꝛouiſion foz his Shipping. Mauie, oꝛ Armes, 
if the lame tan be pꝛeuented. Foꝛ although theſe violent hoſtilities of the ſaid King of Spaine, to 

the trouble of a great part of the Chziſtian Domimons, are mightilp maintamed by the abun⸗ 
dance of his treaſure from the Indics, wherein he truſteth and with the opinion Whereof he 1s 
puffed vp: Bet it is manifeſt that to maintaine his Armes, and renew his Shipping his moneys, 
in their pꝛoper nature, would not luffice, if he were not continually lupplied with Cone, # other 

Uictuals, and furmiſhed with Munition, and materials fo: Armes, and Shipping from foꝛreigne 

countreis, whereof, neither his Indies, noꝛ Spaine, noꝛ any other part of his owue Dominions are 

able to ſerue; but the lame are knowen to bee brought into Spame, Portugall, Burgundie, and other 

his countreys, from other foꝛreigne parts, not in his owne ſubiection, and that eſpetiallp, from 

the Hans-rownes, and Merchants of the North Eaſt Countreys, who koꝛ the deſire of gaine, are ton⸗ 

tented to furniſh the laid King, though to their owne extrcanie haz3ard, and pzciudice of their 

neighbours, with all things requiſite, to maintame his vmuſt wWarres : Foz this cauſe, Mis 

Maieſty being, amongſt other Pꝛintes and States, herein paincipally intereſled, foꝛ thedefence of 
Himſelfe, His Countreps, and Subiects, againſt the ſaid King of Spaines great pꝛeparations of 

his Nauies, and Armies by Sea, and by Land; and His Maieſty being perſwaded, that ik ſuch 

bis pꝛouiſions foꝛ hoſtility, to be bꝛought vnto hun by Sea from koꝛreigne parts, might be ſtayed, 

02 interrupted, viitill the ſaid King might bee diſpoſed to live in peace, His Maieſtie might the 

ſooner foꝛbeare tocontinue His charge, in maintauung his foꝛtes, both by Sea and Land, which 

Hee is now conſtramed peerely to renew, onely foꝛ the iuſt defence ok Himſelfe, and His Domim- 
ons, and of His Conkederats, and Alles 
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th by theſe preſents, by the aduice of His Pꝛiuie Counſel, notific to all maner of perſons of all

conditions, that hal (eu o2 carpinto Spaine, Portugal, Purgundy 02 Any other the ſaid King of Spaines 
Tonntrersoꝛ Donnnions, any maner of Gzaime 92 other Unctuals,o2avp manner of £20utliotts, 
to Corne to buld, furmlho2 Arme any Ships of Warre, oz any kind of Munition fo2 the Barre, o2 
Haterials koꝛ the lame, being not of the nature of meere Merchaudize, that, as it is lawfull foꝛ 
115 Mateſtie, being a Monarch and Pznce Souereigne, and as other Kings in like tales haue 
alwaycs pied to doc, Yee will not onely aurhozrze His owne Admirals, and Captaines of Bis 
owe Ships of Warre, ſerinng on the Seas, but Will alſo allow and appzooue all other His 
Subviects, to Arme their Ships at their will, and with them to impeach and arreſt all Ships,

wle to bee bound, as is afozcfayd, that with the ſayd Ships, no harme ſhall bee wittingly 
done to any perſon on the Seas, being in friendſhip with his Maieſtie, and that ſhall not bee 
punie to the tariage of any ſuch Gꝛaine, ictuall, Pꝛouiſion, Furniture oꝛ Materials, into 
anv the ſayd King of Spaines Domintons, 85 ds anpof ins Eountreys;ozto any the King 
of 5paines Ships being on the Seas: And in cale any ſhall be found to haue committed any ſuch 
offence , whereby their Bonds (hall bee foꝛfeited, the parties dammnified ſhall be fully recompen- 
ted foꝛ all their Lotſes and Dammages, with theſunimes of money koꝛfeited, and otherwiſe,as 


there ſhall bee cauſe, and the offendozs alſo ſeuerely puniſhed, accoꝛding to their offences, by 
due courſe of Law, |
